AN  OB-GYN  ADVENTURE  GAME 


Object:  To  draw  80  bloods  on  the  Gyn-Oncology  wards,  in  30  minutes  and 
still  be  able  to  make  it  to  rounds  at  8:00  A.M.  Players  are  challenged  by  a 
lack  of  cooperation  from  the  housestaff  and  nurses  and  by  the  necessity  to 
be  clean  shaven  and  in  ties  by  8:00  A.M. 

Players:  These  students  unfortunate  enough  to  rotate  through  K.C.H.C.  for 
their  Ob-Cyn  clerkship,  a  group  consisting  of  inconsiderate,  callous  ("you 
are  not  here  to  sleep,  if  you  want  to  sleep  go  home)"  Ob-Cyn  housestaff, 
an  unsympathetic  faculty,  gravely  ill  oncology  patients,  several  nasty  night 
nurses  are  also  included  in  the  game. 

Materials:  80  sterile  syringes,  400  multicolored  blood  tubes,  400  blood  slips, 
400  alcohol  wipes,  2  Penrose  drains  which  function  as  tourniquets,  1  elec- 
tric razor,  1000  micropipettes,  1  centrifuge  and  1  string  bow  tie.

Winner:  The  person  who  gets  through  6  weeks  without  angering  a  house- 
officer,  showing  up  late  for  rounds  or  finds  out  the  course  director's  real 
name.
